Accepted 
By Israel 


To Cease Fighting 
When Told Arabs 
To Do the Same

LAKE SUCCESS, July 10. 
~Israel today notified the 
United Nations she accepts 
the new 10-day cease-fire pro- 
posal, 

The acceptance was relayed from 
Foreign Minister Moshe Shertok 
in Tel Aviv, to Secretary-General 
Trygve Lie by Aubrey FE. Eban, 
Israeli representative here. 

Shertok informed Lie that the 
Israeli government accepted the 
new Cease Fire Proposal made by 
the United Nations mediator 
Count Folke Bernadotte, and 
would issue orders to the Israeli 
forces as soon as Isruel is notified 
that the Arabs have accepted it 
and issued cease fire orders 

Meanwhile, the United 
Security Council deferred all ae- 
tion in the Palestine crisis while 
Count Folke Bernadotte, the UN 
mediator, flew half way around the 
world to report personally on 
chances for peace in the Holy 
Land, 

In a last attempt to ward off 
full-seale war, Bernadotte had given 
Arabs and Jews until 5 am .Ed- 
moenton time today to agree to an 
other 10-day cease-fire period 
while the UN and the conflicting 
parties muli over the next step

This reaction, appearing in a 
commentary by the Russian-con- 
trolled German news agency ADN, 
indicated the Russians will insist 
on holding four-power talks on the 
entire German problem before re- 
opening supply routes to Berlin, 

Britain, the United States and 
France, in protest notes published 
last night, said they are willing to 
negotiate issues on the German 
crisis, but only after the Berlin 
blockade is lifted, They did not 
offer to resume talks on the future 
of all Germany. 


All three powers insisted they 
have the right to occupy their 
sectors of Berlin and warned they 
will not give way to “threats” or 
“pressure.” They said they are 
ready to negotiate the issues of 
Berlin—but first the Russians must 
lift their food and fuel blockade, 

If the Russians do not give way, 
the only alternative course seen 
by American diplomats is for the 
United States, Britain and France 
to take the case before the United 
Nations. 


The western powers, judged in 
the light of their messages to Mos- 
cow, are determined right now to 
make two points unmistakably clear 
fo the Kremlin. These are that 
the Russians cannot force them out 
of Berlin by measures short of war 
nor can they be forced into an im- 
mediate new meeting of the foreign

The countries they have traversed 
include Bolivia, Peru, Ecuador, Col- 
umbia, Panama, Costa Rica, Nicar- 
agua, Salvador, Honduras, Guate- 
mala, Mexico, the U.S. and Canada 

They began their trek with about 
$500, but estimate they have spent 
four times that amount since they 
started. 

They are financing their trip by 
making lectures in Spanish and 
Italian to Rotary, Optimist, Kiwanis 
and other service clubs wherever 
their native languages are spoken 

Neither of the boys speaks muca 
English yet, but they are learning 
rapidly. 

The boys do most of their trav- 
elling at night, sleeping curing the 
day. 
day and average about 120 miles 
during that period, 

On their trip they have had to 
contend with everything from can- 
nibals to disease. 

The cannibals they managed to 
avoid, but Carlos suffered a 6-day 
malaria attack in the jungles near 
the Panama-Columbia border. He 
was nursed back to health by his 
brother. 

The trip northward was made 
along the west coast of the U.S 
and the boys plan to return via 
Ottawa and Washington.

Editor, Bulletin—Like our per- 
plexed Prime Minister during

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


The American note to Moscow, 
demanding that the Soviet Union 
immediately lift the food block- 
ade of Western Berlin, is couched 
in a bluntness which is the only 
kind of language the Bolshevists 
understand, 

It is perhaps Ahe most forceful 
communication ever laid before 
the post-war Muscovites, 

It isn't belligerent and it 
doesn't make threats, but it 
leaves no doubt that the United 
States has had enough of bully- 
ing and isn’t taking any more. 

Similar notes were sounded 
simultaneously by both Britain 
and France, 

The Communist food blockade 
is, of course, an inhuman effort 
to starve the 2,400,000 civilians of 
Western Berlin and thus force 
the United States, France and 
Britain to withdraw from the 
capital. Such a withdrawal would 
leave the Reds free to create 
another satellite state out of their 
German zone of occupation, with 
Berlin as the capital, 

Of this scheme the Washington 
note warng that the United States 
will not be compelled by “threats, 
pressures Or other actions” to 
abandon its rights in Berlin and 
listen to this; 

‘lt is intolerable that any one 


of the occupying authorities 
should attempt to impose a block- 
ade upon the people of Berlin, 
The United States government is 
therefore obliged to insist that 
in accordance with existing agree- 
ments the arrangements for the 
movement of freight and pas- 
senger traffic between the west- 
ern zones and Berlin be fully re- 
stored,” 

Supposing Moscow should “get 
tough” and tell us to go to the 
devil? Do we have to go, or is 
there a counter-action which we 
could take without a rupture of 
peace? 

While there has been no in- 
dication of how the three powers 
would deal with that contingency, 
there certainly are ways and 
means, It is safe to assume that 
an early move would be to place 
before the United Nations the is- 
sue of this assault on the defence- 
less people of Berlin. 

Moreover, that's not the end. 
Any block of demoeratic coun- 
tries could impose their own sane- 
tions, outside the UN. Those 
sanctions needn't involve the use 
of force. Economic and diplom- 
atic sanctions can be very ter- 
rible punishments. 

It wouldn't be necessary to go 
to war to bring Russia to rea- 
sonable terms 


ize the over-simplification of say- 
ing that too much government is 
oppressive, big business is mo- 
nopolistic, and labor unions too 
powerfiil. Granted, each has an 
aspect of monopoly, but have also 
a legitimate economic function 
and social responsibility. We may 
differ in our definitions of social 
responsibility but let us not cloud 
the issue of social irresponsibil- 
ity. No longer can any strong 
economic faction go its own sweet 
way in any degree disregarding 
the impact upon other economic 
factions, and the general welfare 
of the people. 

Big corporations breed big 
unions, and if we want free enter- 
prise as much as we would have 
others believe we do, there must 
be proper use of economic power. 
Business and labor must iearn to 
discipline themselves or face the 
grim fact that out of the chaotic 
conditions of their own making 
shall appear a new force to do it 
for them! 

Our democracy, if it is to sur- 
vive and yet hold fast to basic 
human rights, must work out 
some way which will permeate 
the group and the individual with 
a feeling of responsibility so that 
as citizens they can wholeheart- 
edly and unselfishly give at least 
equal service as the subjects of a 
totdlitarian state. Full employ- 
ment, social security, freedom 
from want, ete, shall prove bit- 
tersweet slogans to our free 
spirits unless they come to us as 
the natural development of a sys- 
tem that retains the willing 
energies of the individual. 

What greater tragedy than that 
we, in our conscientious en- 
deavors to shape our future with 
high ideals, should produce the 
very opposite of what we are 
striving for! 

The future holds the final 
answer, but we, of the present, 


will most certainly help shape 
that answer. The present’ is still 
ours!

News Slanted 
Communist Press 


Whatever else may be said of 
this column it can at least claim 
a kind of weird versatility. 

Last. week, the proprietor of 
this dispensary was called a “nar- 
row-minded semi- Communist.” 
Two days later Tom McEwen, 
the editor of the Vancouver Com- 
munist paper, accuserl me o& 
“hanging a halo upon the Brass 
Check monopolists of the daily 
press,” How's that for a change 
of pace? 

McEwen is not only editor, but 
featured columnist of the Pacific 
Tribune, a weekly newspaper 
which supports the views of the 
Labor Progressive Party, fre- 
quently at the top of its voice. 

He gives me the once over 
heavily for an essay here on the 
freedom of the newspapers. 

It is inept and irresponsible 
journalism in any paper—left, 
centre or right—to make the con- 
venient conclusions that McEwen 
draws, At one point, tor example, 
he discusses the recent brief to 
Ottawa of the Canadian News- 
papers’ Association which is seek- 
ing constitutional rights protect- 
ing its freedom by law, 

And here is the phoney con- 
clusion that McEwen presents: 
“Thus the CDNA brief on ‘free- 
dom of the press’ tacitly admits 
what we of the labor movement 
have always contended—that the 
editorial policies and news cover- 
age of the powerful commercial 
press are dictated by the more 
powerful agencies of big busi- 
ness.” 

This is plain hokum. Any read- 
ing of the brief will be enolgh 
to convince you that the associa- 
tion makes no such admission, 
tacitly or otherwise, Indeed, the 
brief is a rare bit of evidence that 
publishers, in the main, are 
awake to the threats of outside 
interference. 


There Is No 


Slanted News 

“We agree with Scott,” Me- 
Ewen writes, “that ‘essentially the 
freedom of the press is simply 
the freedom of the publisher, 
but our agreement ends there. 
The publisher, as a cog in a 
powerful, ironclad ‘news’ mon- 
opoly, is not so moved by what 
his readers may want, as by what 
big advertising business political- 
ly demands,” 

Baloney, McEwen. Show me a 
publisher who’ isn't painfully sen- 
sitive to the needs of his readers 
and you'll show me a newspaper 
on the skids. What's more, you 
did not complete my statement. I 
said freedom is the freedom of 
the publisher, but that he is con- 
trolled by reader demands and by 
the reader's opportunity to com- 
pare a paper's facts and opinion 
with those of other papers and 
magazines and on the air 

“The presentation of ‘news’ is 
slanted to suit the class appe- 
tites of the monopolists,” McEwen 
goes on 

This just isn't true, and I think 
McEwen knows it isn't true. Let's 
look at the way news is gathered 
locally, for instance. It is report-

ed competitively by capable 
young men. 

In 15-odd years of gathering 
these facts, covering everything 
from political meetings to board 
of trade luncheons, I've never 
had a fact ‘slanted.’ There would 
be a lot of us on the outside of 
the newspaper business if we'd 
been told to write to suit “the 
class appetites of the monopol- 
ists,” whatever that may be, 

This criticism of papers is par. 
ticularly amusing coming from 
the editor of the Tribune. The 
latest issue of that paper has 
page after page of unsigned 
‘news’ containing editorial opin- 
ion, a cardinal sin in daily news- 
paper reporting. Each of its 
stories is selected to support the 
policies of the L.P.P, 

Two columns are devoted to a 
speech by J. B. Salsberg, L.P.P, 
member in Ontario. A full page 
goes to Ilya Ehrenburg, another 
‘page to Nigel Morgan. A full 
column is devoted to the text of 
Marshal Sokolovsky, Soviet com- 
mander in Berlin, on the German 
currency reform. 

Indeed the Tribune's kind of 
journalism dramatizes the pol. 
icy of most of the daily press in 
keeping “news” and “opinion” 
from getting into the same bed, 
This may be one reason why that 
paper is not seriously chal'enging 
the circulation of this one, which 
goes out to 150,000-odd monopol- 
ists. 


Crooked 
Approach 


McEwen's kind of argumeni 
strikes me as one of the two 
grave weaknesses of the approach 
of the LPP. : 

The tone of voice is a garru- 
lous tone, filled more with the 
sound of protest than the dis- 
passionate voice of reason. I 
fancy McEwen leaning out of the 
page, grasping me by the lapels 
and shouting a string of cliches 
in a strident voice, hoping to 
overcome me by the ringing 
phrases, the meaningless lan- 
guage of the far left . There are 
very few Communisis who don't 
“talk down” to a non-party mem- 
ber or who have any real pa- 
tience with discussion, 

The second weakness is the 
constant and deadly reliance on 
the Russian experiment, and I 
fancy that the repetitive refer- 
ence to the Soviet is one of the 
main causes in alienating people 
who might otherwise have an in- 
terest in the LPP. Considered 
only as a tactical question in en- 
couraging membership, it is a 
ridiculous approach. 

Indeed, 1 find myself in the 
unusual position of being as erit- 
ical of the Communist propa- 
ganda as I am of the “free enter- 
prise” propaganda—both of which 
seem to me to be in the hands 
of idiots. 

As a reader with an open mind, 
Editor McEwen, and a_  gub- 
scriber to bofh papers, I belleve 
the free enterprise press does 
far less to abuse its undeniable 
freedom than the Pacific Tribune.

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TODAY’S MESSAGE 


The Sermon in a Telescope 


“The towering enemy of man is not his science, 
but his moral inadequacy,” Dr. Raymond B. Fosdick, 
president of the Rockefeller Foundation, told 1,000 
distinguished scientists and leaders in other fields who 
took part recently in the dedication of the world’s 
largest telescope at the Palomar Mountain Observatory 


in California. 

In an address which religious leaders have praised 
for its remarkable spiritual clarity and insight, Dr. 
Fosdick asserted that “over scores of centuries, man’s 
progressive accessions of power have always outstrip- 
ped his capacity for control, and the gap between his 
morality and the physical force at his disposal has al- 
ways been uncomfortably wide.” 

Dr, Fosdick said man would be false to himself if 
he abandoned the search for truth and knowledge, but 
warned that “unless we can anchor our knowledge to 
moral foundations, the ultimate result will be dust and 
ashes... that will bury the hopes and monuments of 
men beyond recovery.” 

These are solemn words to ponder in an age when 
atomic energy opens up undreamed vistas of human 
progress, but at the same time causés world-wide dread 
lest the folly and greed of the few encompass the de- 
struction of millions of innocent in a war of nameless 
horrors. 

What men need most today, in Dr. Fosdick’s opin- 
ion, is the detachment, objectivity, and sense of pro- 
portion which the study of the Cosmos helps to de- 
velop in the astronomer, “In this crisis which we face,” 
he said, “this telescope at Palomar can furnish our 
stricken society with some measure of healthy pers- 
pective.” 

Any man who has ever lifted his eyes to the im- 
mensity of the heavens and been overwhelmed by feel- 
ings of utter humility can understand why wise men 
and saints have wept over the folly and petty squabbles 
of mankind. He will find himself nodding in sad agree- 
ment over these words of Dr. Fosdick: 

“In the face of supreme mysteries and against the 
majestic background of space and time, the petty 
squabbling of nations on this small planet is not only 
irrelevant, but contemptible. Adrift-in a cosmos whose 

.Shores he cannot even imagine, man spends his ener- 
gies in fighting with his fellow men over issues which 
a single look through this telescope would show to be 
utterly inconsequential.”

To 
corroborate his story, Spink has a 
man called Rossiter coming to the 
castle, but an impersonator turns 
up instead. Assisting the Earl is 
Mile Cardinal, who wants to be his 
son-in-law, and who, to facilitate 
his courtship, arrives at the castle 
as Stanwood, son of an American 
tycoon, 

There is much more in the same 
involved vein, but Mr. Wodehouse 
still shows enough of his old-time 
skill to keep the narrative running 
fairly smoothly. ° 

It is quite evident in “Spring 
Fever", that the Wodehouse of 
today is not the Wodehouse of pre- 
war days. 

Perhaps, because of Wodehouse's 
chameleon-like process of “eo-oper- 
ating” with the Nazis during the 
occupation of France, his writing 
lost its original color, and ended up 
with its present dull brown hue, so 
reminiscent of a storm-trooper's 


shirt.
